Proceedings of’ a meoting of the Legisla- 
tive Council: of “Hongkong, held on the 
20th Auguat by adjournment from the 23rd 
instant, Prosent: H. E, the Governor, 
Sir John Pope Hennesyy, president; the 
Hon.’ F.' Snowden, Acting Chicf Justice ; 
thé Hon. M, 8. Tonnochy, Acting Colonial 
Secretary ; the Hon. E. L. O'Malley, At- 
torney General; the Hon. W.-M; Deatie, 
Acting Treasurer’; and the following unofli- 
cial members,—Hon. P,_Ryrie, Hon. Ng 
Choy, Hon. F. B. Johnson, and Hon. E, 
R. Bolilios.- Absent, the Hon, W.: Keawick 
on leave, and the Hon. :J,.M. Price on 
leuve, \ : 

‘We give now in greater detail our report 
on-the two or three subjects which ocoupis 
tho attention. of the Council tow: the 
latter part of the meeting yesterde They 
are-of some importance, and woait of ‘more

A ‘* HANSARD ” “FOR HONGKONG, 

Mr Ryrie, in accordance with notice 
given, called attention to- the want 
of- an official ¢erbatim record ‘of the 
‘proceedings in Council, and suggested -the 
acquisition ofan efficient shorthand reporter 
whose transcripts should be submitted to 
the various sperkers for revision’ and cor- 
rection before being embodied in the official 
report.
